The local optaTfolks got a sbak- 


fog^ 
on Saturday that recaUs the 


taM Pine earthquake of '72. Its 
mmblings were felt as far north as 
Bed Bluff, and it culminated at San 
Jose in a regalia upheaval. The 
ttmbhr touched at Coluga on its way 
south, was severely felt in southeast- 
ern Alameda, and culminated in San- 
ta Clara. 
In looking over the field first and 


last, there is this conclusion : The cold 
doucha received by the liquor men 
in Oakland and Brooklyn, was owing 
to two things; first, the character of 
the people who reside, here are very 
largely of the American church-going 
clasa, and in the next place the sa- 
loon men allowed the opportunity to 
go by default. It was practically the 
first fight of file season, and having 
had a long sway of license, they could 
not realize that their business was in 
any serious danger. They were not 
muted and almost indifferent. Oak- 
land's population is scattered over a 


• territory of about two by three miles, 


and thousands have nothing more 
than a residence interest in the place. 
Hundreds of voters are never seen on 
Broadway except on election days, 
and it is easy to see that even were 
the license party well organized and 
activa, they would have had a hard 
tussle to win the late election. The 
result on Saturday shows that the 
license party has waked ap to the 
situation, and were the election in 
Oakland to come off now, the 
allowing would be quite different. 
Scores of people voted, against 
license in Oakland and Brooklyn 
out 
of 
mere 
curiosity, 
or a 


desire to experiment. Still, we can't 
look upon the result at San Jose as 
indicative of * reaction so much as a 
united' determined front on the part 
of the license party— the only condi 
tion of success in any contest where 
the contending forces are anything 


' 


BSTICE JUDICIALLY THROTTLED, 


In February 1871, » man named 


/Selotus Beod TO- shot and killed by 
Frederick W. Clarke, Bon oi H. K. 
W Clarke, Esq., under circumstances 
at the time familiar to nearly every 
citizen in Alom«ln county. Clarke 
underwent a lengthy examination in 
the Police Court,bef oro Judge Juyne. 
and notwithstanding every eftort was 


to secure his acquittal, was 
mitted to jail to await tie action 


of the Grand Jury.the Judge refusing 
to admit him to bail. A™ T ^ 
teas corpus was issued by Justice 
Crockett of the Supreme Court, who 
considering the "social standing of 
"the defendant and his ability to give 
bail in any required sum," allowed 
himtogobcot free under bonds of 
$30 000. The case came up before 
the Grand Jury the April following 
and that body for some unexplained 
reason refused to indict. There was 
but one opinion among the people o 
the county at the action of the Grand 
Jury, and that was that justice had 
been outraged. So flagrant was the 
wrong that the County Judge ordered 
the case to be submitted to the sub- 
sequent grand jury. From this order 
the defendant appealed to the Su- 
preme Court, which body refused to 
hear the case, deciding that it was 
one that could not properly be brought 
before that body. The defendant then 
appealed to the District Court of the 
Mfteenth Judicial District, presided 
over by S. H. Dwinelle. The matter 
was, after the usual legal delays, ar- 
gued and submitted, and the Judge 
took the matter under advisement. 
He evidently put it so far under ad- 
visement that lie has been unable to 
bring it to tho surface since. The 
question 
involved was not one 


i requiring any very great amount 
of research and study, and an honor- 
able, incorruptible Judge, one who 
desired to vindicate the law, and im- 
partially administer justice, would 
have rendered a decision immediate- 
ly. The long tedious delay and the 
refusal of Dwinelle to render a decis- 
ion, although often asked so to do by 
the .District Attorney and his asso- 
ciate counsel, demonstrates that the 
Clarkes knew who, of all the availa- 


I ble District Judges, was the safer to 
trust their flimsy case with. They 
are to be commended for their selec- 
tion. , Tor nearly two years Dwinalle 
has stood between a murderer and 
justice, and he has occupied the po- 
sition knowingly and intentionally. 
In some countries a similar proceed- 
ing on the part of a Judge would cost 
him his hie; in almost any State it 
would deprive him of his office. 
It 


would be interesting to know the sum 
of his fee for withholding his decis- 
ion, and whether he was paid in the 
lump, or is "laid up" at so much a 
month.after the usuai manner of bay- 
ing off opposition steamers on the 
river and bay.
